Cavalry 
whose

arrow's and 
six-guns to 
a t o m i c bom bs and 
rockets. 
T h e 24th. known as the “V ictory 
D ivision,”

1941, to replace the old “ Hawaii­ 
a n ” division when the A rm y r e ­ 
vamped its battle stru ctu re from 
the “square,” or four-regim ent di­ 
vision, to the triangular division to 
m eet the then - modern

Today the 24th ’s units were in­ 
tegrated into the 1st Cavalry un 
der the new pentom ic structure, 
composed of five battle groups, to 
m eet the needs of the nu clear era.

The official position adds up just 
about to this: 
Shucks, it isn t so much and, 
anyway, we could h..ve done it too. 
The President struck close to 
basic causes in his latest news con 
fere nee when he mentioned the 
1945 Russian capture of German 
.scientists at the Peenemunde mis 
sile laboratory in northeast Prus­ 
sia. 
Captured know-how and na 
tive Russian scientific scholarship 
combined to put Sputnik in the 
sky. 
Moreover, the 
Russians broke 
through to the atomic and hydro­ 
gen bombs which the United States 
believed 
were 
American 
secrets 
and years away from the Kremlin. 
Lax security enabled spies to give 
the Communists real aid on those. 
Over the years the Reds have 
followed up with a iet powered air 
liner well ahead of any U. S. sched­ 
ule for such. 
And their claim to 
have launched an intercontinental 
ballistic missile generally is accept 
od now since they hoisted a 184- 
pound earth satellite into orbit. 
All of this adds up to a series 
of scientific triumphs from which 
the Soviet Union is squeezing the 
last bit of prestige, propaganda, 
and diplomatic pressure. 
Excited 
U. S. senators and congressmen are 
demanding a special session of Con­ 
gress, investigations, more money 
for satellite development — and a 
goat. 
Democrat' tend to blame the 
President in a political play look­ 
ing toward next year’s congession 
a1 elections 
The Army hints that 
all was lost when the satellite job 
was turned over in the first place 
to tile Navy. 
The President plays 
down the more spectacular specu­ 
lation about what the significance 
of Sputnik may be. 
He is on the receiving end of 
advice and complaint by mighty 
near 
everyone 
in 
a 
population 
which was shocked to its heels by 
the Soviet Union's satellite first 
“ Suddenly." bt 
told his news 
conference, “ all America seems to 
have become scientists ” 
That would be excellent if true, 
but it is not 
For what may ail 
the U. S. satellite and missile pro­ 
grams. if anything, is something 
that afflicts the American school 
system on which taxpayers confi 
dentlv spend billions every year. 
Educators report that tho Amer­ 
ican school system is sick in its 
science departments. 
The teach­ 
ing of science in the schools also 
is especially sick. 
The fault does 
not lie with President Eisenhower. 


Whats wrong is at the grass 
roots where mama md papa do 
not insist that high schools ade­ 
quately offer nor that their kids 
tackle the tough courses such as 
mathematics, chemistry and phys­ 
ics 
There is a developing disaster 
in the shortage of science students, 
science teachers and scientists in 
the United States. 


Meantime, the Russians arc grad­ 
uating two engineers tor every one 
graduated in the 
United States. 
Good ones. too. 
Russian education 
emphasizes quality. 
United States 
emphasis is on quantity. 
If the 
Russians are ahead in science it 
seems that they are likely to re­ 
main so.

alternatives to GOF rule are a 
'Truman-type of administration or 
a Socialist or Labor government.” 
A look at the “overall record" 
of the Eisenhower administration, 
Thomas said, shows “it has accom­ 
plished almost everything that you 
vould think we would like and be 
proud of.” 
Yet, he said, “there are those 
vho take a part of the administra­ 
to rs program that they personally 
don't like and ihen loudly condemn 
the whole program.” 
Thomas said that "for myself 
there are certain parts of the pro­ 
gram that I don't like but I am 
going to work hard and construc­ 
tively to try to correct those parts 
and make the outstanding record 
even greater." 
Thomas told of c o m p l a i n t s 
against the administration he has 
received from fellow Republicans 
who objected to the federal budg 
et, the foreign aid program and 
the income tax rates. 
But Thomas said "It is my firm 
conviction that the record of the 
administration has been outstand­ 
ing. 
It also is my belief that the 
Republican party more than ever 
represents the best medium to pro­ 
mote the American way of life and 
the free enterprise system.” 
In urging election of a Repub 
bean Congress he said it was “vir­ 
tually impossible for a president 
to function effectively with the op 
position in the majority.” 
Thomas also spoke of the Rus 
sian satellite launching and said 
that “if we had wanted to beat 
the Russians” in the satellite race 
“we could have fired one a year 
ago.” 
But he said that the U. S. satel 
lite, when it is fired, will prove 
of much greater value to science 
than the Soviet Sputnik.
